SUBJECT i ACCUSED ACCUSATIONS OF IMPROPER ADVANCES OF TWO SUMMER CAKP 
STAFF MEMBERS, 



On Monday evening, July 30 t L?79, at approximately 9:30 p,iiK, Jeff Ross, 
Program Director and Steve Servais, Commissioner, came up to my place 
of residence. Cabin #2 and asked me to give them some time for discussion 
of a problem in camp, They proceeded to tell me of three campers who 
had come to them and told of three separate incidences involving two 
camp staff members, Michael Stein and Howie Needle. The incidents had 
occurred over the previous weekend and involved acts of questionable 
moral behavior, 

After about 45 minutes of discussions, I decided to speak to the three 
campers concerned on the next morning. 

On Tuesday morning, July 31 » 1979_I_ set up separate meetings with each of 
-the campers, order.

assist with the discussions with the campers i nd iva dually and bring them 
to the camp fire area.

During the discussions with each camper, I asked then) to be completely honest 

^d the discussions with an occasional addition by 
I at tempted to question various aspects of 
each slory in order to help determine the validity of thei r statements. 
Their sfiori.es as fold to us, were essentially the same as' the written state- 
ments obtained later in the day. From what I could determine, the stories 
as related to me appeared to he true. 

As the discussion with each camper was rone 1 tided, they exited the area in 
such a way as to give no indication to the other two tampers of the meetings 
which were being held. 



The discussions were concluded shortly ho fore the noon hour. After 
lunch 1 phoned Torn Walker, Director of Program for South Florida Council, 
and informed him of rhe fact Lbe ar msa t i cms had bf*r>n made against the 
t^rt *sraff invi'ihors without giving him the details of each story. he 
advi sed me fo gut written statements from each ramper and fri 
before prftc' d i ag . 
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Upon completion of the written statements JI^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^W brought 
them back to me in- the Administration Building, I readover them and then 
asked for a written statement from both Ross and Rieck concerning the 
events which had occurred. 



I reviewed the statements a i^^ ^^^^ ^^^^^^SSt their completion. The 
three of us discussed the happenings and possible action to be taken. 
It was our joint belief that the campers were telling the truth and that 
the events had ocenred. 



At that time, I determined the necessary action to be taken was to terminate 
the employment of the two camp staff memebers. It was not my position, I 
believe, to further Investigate the happenings, but was to eliminate 
the possibility of additional problems involving campers, staff, or moral of 
the camp. 



Uith the assistance ofl^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^f, we figured out how to 
notify Stein and Needle anoTTTow to work out their physically leaving o£ 
camp- The three o£ us were in the camp director r s office with Stein 
and Needle separately. I officially notified them of the termination 
with Ross and present as witnesses. No attempt was made to accuse 

Stein or Needle of the actions in the statements, but only of the fact 
that statements were made* 

The terminations were made immediate and the two staff members were 
escorted from the Camp Director's office to pack their belongings and 
leave camp,
